“Phe filibusters however became suspicious 
for some reason, and refusing to,walk into the 
trap , prepared for them, discovered the 
treachery which awaited then. A disturbance 
was the result—saure gui, peut became the 
order of the day, and all were vuthtessly slain 
except two Frenchmen, who: escaped and rea~ 
chad Gordow’s camp by a miracle. int 

This we believe. firmly to.be.a tuo story. 
The .party. who gave us. the information 16 
well qualified tu speak, and his’ fucts are all 
oncertain data. ‘hese rpscally Wangs cared 
for. no one but, theinsolves,—they employed 
treachery. and -aesassination that they might 
desert, .and. the tables though perfidiousty 
and foolishly turned upon then, justly award 
cil ‘hem thefute they merited.
